4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

To send vehicle information wirelessly to a central location is not new in the prior 
art. The communication system taught by Matsuura [U.S. 6,025,776] sends out 
response data such as a failure self-diagnosis to a transponder unit through a 
communication line in response to a request. However, one distinguishing 
characteristic of the present application is receiving a list of diagnostic trouble codes at 
the telematics unit. None of the prior art devices receives a list of trouble codes from an 
outside source.
